THE TRIAL OF 
CHRIST IN THE 
JEWISH COURT 


Think of the Manner in 
Which They Con- 
demned Jesus 


MUST JESUS BEAR 
THE CROSS ALONE? 


John C. Jernigan 


To well understand the trial of 
Christ, it will first be necessary to 
know something of the government 
and laws under which he was tried, 
and the authorities who tried Him. 
He was arrested by the Jews, so na- 
turally He was first brought into 
their courts, before Annas and Caia- 
phas. We will now consider their posi- 
tion, and the kind of government 
Judea was under at the time being. 

Judea was once ruled by the kings 
of Israel, but many years before the 
days of Christ, the kingdom had been 
divided and torn up until Israel was 
hardly known as a nation. In the year 
of 65 B. C., when Syria was made a 
Roman province by Pompey, the Jews 
were governed by one of the Asmona- 
ean princes. The next year Pompey 
marched an army into Judea and took 
Jerusalem, and from that time the 
Jews were practically under the gov- 
ernment of Rome. In A. D. 6, Judea 
became a portion of the Roman prov- 
ince of Syria and was governed by a 
procurator who made his headquar- 
ters at Caesarea, subject to the gov- 
ernor of Syria. The rites of the law 
had already been abolished and with 
it were also annulled the privileges 
of the high priest continuing in office 
for life and of hereditary descent. 
Under the Roman governors different 
persons at different times were ap- 
pointed high priests and they did not 
continue in office more than a year. 

Josephus relates that there were 
four high priests from Annas to Caia- 
phas. After Annas was moved from 
the office, Ishmael was promoted to 
the office, and when he was removed, 
Eleazar the son of Annas was ap- 
pointed, but he held the honor only 
a short time. Then the priesthood was 
transferred to Simon, then to Joseph, 
surnamed Caiaphas, who was high 
priest at the time Christ filled His 
earthly mission. 

In the beginning of the office of 
priesthood, it was of a religious na- 
ture, graced with holiness unto the 
Lord, but by this time it had become 
corrupted and was more of a political 
nature. 

Christ Before Annas 
John 18:12, 13. 

When the Jews had taken Jesus in 
the garden, they bound Him and led 
Him away to Annas first. Just why 
they first came before him, is not 
clear, only that John said, for Ne was 
father-in-law of Caiaphas which was 
the high priest the same year, and 
really in this we see nothing that 
would have licensed them to bring 
Him before Annas. Now as to Annas’ 
position as one of the ruling powers 
of the Jewish people, it is not exactly 
known; some maintain, that the two, 
Annas and Caiaphas, were together 
at the head of the Jews, Caiaphas as 
actual high priest, and Annas_ the 
president of the Sanhedrin court, how, 
ever, there is much doubt in my mind 
as to the truth of this opinion. In 
Acts 4:5, he is called the high priest, 
but he was probably referred to in 
this manner because he had once fill- 
ed the office, and had had_ several 
sons, and one son-in-law to fill the 
position. There is all evidence that he 
was not the high priest during the 
ministry and trial of Christ, and there 
seems also sufficient proof that he 
was not the president of the Sanhe- 
drin court. Usually the high priest sat 
as moderator, or president of this 
court, and during the trial of Christ 
and before it, Annas is not mentioned, 
but Caiaphas is, so from all the au- 
thorities of thé Bible, Caiaphas seems 
to have been both the high priest and 
president of the Sanhedrin court, 
and Annas was no doubt recognized 
by these Christ haters, because they

Among all the things we do in 
words or deeds, all are preceded by 
thoughts, Thoughts are often of divine 
originality. The angels of light bring 
us good thoughts, likewise the angels 
of darkness bring us evil thoughts. 

Thoughts Are Things 

It has been said that thoughts were 
things, but I am of the opinion that 
thoughts are not “things”. At Ezekiel 
38:10 God said to Ezekiel, concerning 
Gog, whom he was rebuking for his 
ungodly ways: “After many days— 
It shall come to pass that at the same 
time shall things come into thy mind, 
and thou shalt think an evil thought.” 
It can be easily seen that the “things” 
that came into his mind were the evil 
angels, and in reading the context

Thoughts cannot be things, but 
things originate from the thoughts 
that often are fatal results. 

Angels Bring Thoughts 

It is a well grounded fact that one 
of the fundamental ways that angels 
operate the human is first by thought.

Reading of lm- 
pure Newspapers

Another modern source of contami- 
nation from which our young people 
should zealously guard their minds, 
is in the reading of certain present 
day tabloid newspapers. 

In the time of Moody, I note from 
his sermons, how he lamented the fact 
that young people on Sunday morning 
would stock up with Sunday papers 
and cycle out into the countrysides 
to spend the day reading same, thus 
absenting themselves from the house 
of God. But the newspaper as a source 
of mental and spiritual contamina- 
tion, in the days of Moody, were rath- 
er tame affairs when we compare the 
type of journalism of those days with 
the present last-day standard of a 
certain class of tabloid publication. 

When we note the varied number 
of profusely illustrated papers depict- 
ing scenes of robbery, murder, gam- 
bling, drinking and dancing, intermix- 
ed with pictures on immodesty and 
seminudity, (yes, even worse than 
that) of modern womanhood, we are 
surprised and shocked that thinking 
men and women, parents and profess- 
ed followers of Christ, will permit 
such publications to “grace” their par- 
lor tables, as a source of “information, 
nourishment and stimulation” to the 
growing and highly impressionable 
mind of innocent youth. It is a grave 
source of spiritual contamination 
from which all true parents should 
faithfully guard the minds of their 
children. Why permit the tares of the 
wicked One to be sown so early in fhe 
fertile ground of purity and _  inno- 
cence? Certainly no rich and beauti- 
ful harvest will be reaped for the 
Master’s Kingdom by any such sow- 
ing. 

Speaking for myself, I have given 
the tabloids a fair trial. I am not con- 
demning them on somebody’s sayso, 
but only after a fair and open-minded 
decision which has been reached after 
pursuing a large and varied number 
of this particular type of newspaper, 
I can honestly say that I have never 
read through, from cover to cover, 
one of these sensational sheets with- 
out finding at the end that my mind 
felt as if it had been rummaging 
through a “mental garbage can” in 
search of something that could not be 
found amongst a large mess of sug- 
gestive illustrations, stories of im- 
purity, scandal, sensuality, and vul- 
gar anecdotes and comic illustrations, 
Nothing short of robbery, murder, di- 
vorce or scandal of some such order 
is, as a rule, considered news by cer- 
tain publications of this type. The fact 
of a thousand people seeking Christ 
in a great revival would scarcely get 
notice equal to an ordinary want ad, 
while if a minister’s son or daughter 
goes wrong, or commits some indis- 
cretion which can‘\so be interpreted, 
the whole front page is available for 
glaring box car letters, vivid photos 
(fake composites, if real ones not 
available) and columns of the start- 
ling “details.” Is that the kind of 
stuff with which we want our young 
people to be firing their imagina- 
tions and getting a greatly distorted 
idea of life and human morals before 
reaching their years of maturity? 
Lord forbid! 

While staying at the home of a cer- 
tain religious worker in a rural com- 
munity of northern New York, I was 
requested by his wife to purchase for 
her a tabloid paper when I went over 
town. 


“Why,” I remonstrated, “you do not 
wish a paper like that do you? Shall 
I not get you —— or papers?” 
naming a couple of the more consecra- 
tive and higher grade type of papers. 

“No,” she replied, “I prefer the 
tabloid, because THERE IS MORE 
NEWS IN IT.” I felt sorry for her 
because of her dwarfed idea as_ to 
what constituted “NEWS.” I won- 
dered what kind of visions and 
high ideals of Christian service and 
citizenship she would be able to 
create in the minds of the young 
people with whom she was working 
judging from where she was deriving 
ideas of present day conditions and 
events in the life of mankind. 

Ah, friends, we cannot saturate 
our minds with the sordid things of 
life and have the proper inspiration 
to impart sage councel and inspira- 
tion to the younger people who look 
to us for guidance. Show me the kind 
of literature you read and I will have 
all the information I desire for form- 
ing an estimate as to the character 
you have. Folks may be as readily 
judged by the kind of books and 
papers they read as by the company 
they keep, or the subjects on which 
they like to speak. 

We must guard the children in 
regard to the kind of literature that 
comes into their hands. We must set 
the example by refraining from read- 
ing vulgar publications ourselves. 
How can we blame the children if 
they fall a prey to the terrible sugges- 
tions of sin and evil which fairly leap 
from the glaring pages of some of 
these loathsome expositors of immo- 











rality and scandal. Let us bar them out

THE TRIAL OF 
CHRIST IN THE 
JEWISH COURT 


(Continued from page one) 
knew he was also a hater of Christ 
and a man of much age and ability 
and with great influence over Caia- 
phas and the whole court. He, no 
doubt, being himself one of the San- 
hedrins, was without any authority 
whatever to try Christ; so the trial, 
if it should be called a trial, was very 
short before him, and they bound Him 
and sent Him on to Caiaphas. 
Christ Before Caiaphas 

It seems that Christ was before An- 
nas only a few minutes, and then he 
is sent, bound, unto Caiaphas some 
time between midnight and daylight. 
In the court of Caiaphas were assem- 
bled seribes, chief priests, and elders, 
although the whole council, or court, 
had not yet arrived. The council, or 
the Sanhedrin court, is seventy of the 
elders of Israel, such as scribes, law- 
yers, and chief priests, and the presi- 
dent of the council is usually the high 
priest, and at this time we are most 
sure that it is Caiaphas. 
While the council is gathering, 
Caiaphas is questioning Christ con- 
cerning His doctrine and _ disciples, 
but Jesus gives him no light, but tells 
him that He had spoken openly to 
the world and taught in the syna- 
gogues and in the temple, whether 
the Jews resorted, and in secret had 
said nothing, but his statement Cafa- 
phas did not regard but went on and 
allowed Him to be very shamefully 
mistreated even before the whole 
council and witnesses arrived. 
Christ Before the Sanhedrin Court 

And as soon as it was day the elders 
of the people and the chief priests 
and the scribes came together, and 
led him into their council. Luke 22:26. 

This was no doubt the Sanhedrin 
court that had been summoned dur- 
ing the course of the night, and day- 
light was the earliest hour that they 
could convene in session. This court 
as we have already learned, consists 
of seventy Jews, and a president or 
moderator. They sit in a circle, all 
facing the moderator. So now _ the 
court is called with Caiaphas as mod- 
erator, and Jesus is standing before 
them, but there is no charge on record 
against Him. This seems to us, a poor 
way to undertake the trial of a man 
without some charges or evidence 
against him, but they had none, so 
the first thing the court had to do 
was frame up the charges, and they 
sought false witnesses to do so. As 
the different witnesses are examined 
they are so crossed up and confused 
that no one could believe them. Final- 
ly they found two men who agreed 
that they heard Him say, If you de- 
stroy this temple, in three days I will 
raise it up again. He was speaking of 
the temple of His body and the res- 
urrection, but they tried to make it 
appear that He was having reference 
to the great temple on Mount Morriah 
that had been in building forty-six 
years, so they charged Him with per- 
verting the nation, and forbidding to 
give tribute to Caesar, which was all 
false. He had not perverted the na- 
tion, neither had He taught against 
paying tribute to Caesar, but He had 
said, render unto Caesar what is 
Caesar’s, and unto God what is God’s. 
This Jesus had practiced, or else He 
would not have made it a part of His 
teachings. It was not the truth that 
they were after, they knew that He 
Was a good man, and that they would 
have to have false witnesses to con- 
demn Him, so as soon as these false 
witnésses had agreed, the high priest, 
Caiaphas, arose and said unto Jesus, 
answerest thou nothing? What is it 
that these witness against thee? But 
Jesus held His peace, and the high 
priest said to Him again, I adjure thee 
by the living God that thou tell us 
whether thou be the Christ, the son 





of God. Jesus said unto Him, thou 
hast said, nevertheless I say unto you, 
hereafter ye shall see the Son of man 
sitting on the right hand of power 
and coming in the clouds of Heaven. 

This statement ran through the high 
priest like an electrical shock, and in 
a rage of fury he rented his clothes 
and said, what further witness need 
we, He has spoken blasphemy, and he 
turned to the council and said, what 
think ye? And they answered = and 
said, He is guilty of death, and then 
they began to spit in His face and 


buffeted Him, and others smote Him 
with the palms of their hands. 

This was the most unmerciful and 
unlawful trial that we ever heard of; 
there was no human sympathy mani- 
fested; they did not as much as allow 
Him His eye sight, but blind folded 
Him and smote Him, and tried to 
make Him guess who it was that hit 
Him. 

This was one time that the Sanhe- 
drin met with no intentions whatever 
of enforcing their iaws. All they were 
after was to satisfy their blood thirst, 
and nothing less than the blood of 
Christ would do it, and as they were 
under the government of Rome, they/ 
were without authority to put anyone 
to death, so their court convened only 


rid of Him. They all decided and 
agreed to bring Him before Pilate, the 
Roman governor, who had power to 
give a death sentence, and to appear 
in person to produce their evidence 
and persuade the governor and the 
people to put Him to death. 

Peter and John at the Trial 
Peter and Jonn nad slipped along 
in the dark behind the mob that led 
Jesus from the garden, and when they 
had come to the door of the palace, 
John was known by Caiaphas and was 
allowed to go in with them, and as 
the peeple continued to gather, and 
the trial progressed, John went out 
and brought Peter into the palace hall. 
Those hard hearted and blood thirs- 
ty Jews spoke lies and did every- 
thing to their own pleasure against 
the Christ, and there was no one to 
speak in His favor, or even tell the 
truth in the case. It was not truth 
they were wanting, and they were de- 
termined that He should not receive 
justice, so they did not call John, who 
so dearly loved the Lord, to the wit- 
ness stand, and when Peter was ask- 
ed if he was one of His disciples, he 
denied it until the third time, and 
declared that he did not know Him. 
What an unfair trial, no one to plead 
His case, or even speak in favor of 
Him, Even His best friends had for- 
saken Him. It must have been about 
the break of day when Peter heard 
the cock crow, and when Jesus had 
turned His head and looked at him, 
he remembered the words of Jesus, 
that He had said, before the cock crow 
you will deny me thrice. Peter did 
not only remember the words of 
Christ, but his own, when he _ had 
pledged himself to stand by Him even 
through death, so when Peter awoke 
to the realities of his awful sin, he 
broke forth in emotion, and went out 
of the hall and wept bitterly. 

Christ Delivered Into The Hands of 
The Gentiles 

It is yet very earry in the morning 
when the court of the Jews adjourn. 
They did not pass any sentence on 
Him, but only talked about what they 
considered He was worthy of, so they 
fulfilled the prophecy of Christ, where 
He had said that He would be deliv- 
ered into the hands of sinners. He 
was referring to the Gentiles as sin- 
ners, as that was a custom of the 
Jews. All that had had anything to do 
against Christ up to this time were 
Jews. The mob that arrested Him, the 
Sanhedrin council, the chief priest, 
scribes, Annas and Caiaphas, were all 
Jews and supposed to have been de- 
vout persons, but instead they were 
more wicked than the Gentiles. God 
had sent them a “tng and they had 
betrayed Him, and was delivering 
Him into the hands of another na- 
tion. No greater sin could they have 
committed. They threw away their 
only hope, and Judas who had sold 
Him for the small sum, was already 
convinced of his fate, and brought 
the thirty pieces of silver and threw 
it down before them, confessing that 
he had betrayed innocent blood, but 
they said, what is that to us?

JESUS OUR 
PASSOVER 


The passover is a historical incident 
in the Israelitish nation when deliver- 
ed from Pharaoh, and the bondage of 
slavery, Israel was told by the Lord 
to take the blood of a lamb and sprin- 
kle it on the doorposts of their 
houses, that when the destroying an- 
gel should go thru the land in judg- 
ment they might be spared. That night 
the firstborn was slain in every home 
where the blood was not sprinkled, 
but where the blood was found, the 
first-born was not slain for the angel 
passed over, thus was the great feast 
of the passover instituted. 

The Lamb 

It was specified that each family 
should take a lamb and kill it. In 
other feasts of Israel, other offerings 
were accepted, but at the passover it 
must be a lamb. It must be taken on 
the tenth day; kept until the four- 
teenth day and then killed in the 
evening. At midnight the angel of 
judgment came and nothing stayed 
his terrible work but the death of the 
lamb, either a lamb or the first-born 
must die, and so it is written of 
Christ. “Behold, the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sin of the world.” 

The Blood 

It was necessary that a lamb should 
die; it was also necessary that its 
blood be sprinkled. Israel’s_ safety 
that night was in the blood. Woe to 
the man that thought the Lord would 
spare him because he was a moral 
man or an Israelite, his only safety 
was in the sprinkled blood. Even the 
blood shed would not spare him unless 
he had it on his doorpost. Christ has 
shed His blood, but every man must 
trust it for himself. We all must per- 
ish unless we trust the blood of the 
Lamb of God slain for us. 

Safety 

Those behind the sprinkled blood 
were perfectly safe, and the basis of 
their security was the promise of God. 
If they who trusted the _ sprinkled 
blood were in danger, then the Word 
of God would fail. There is no record 
that one single house was entered by 
the angel where the blood was proper- 
ly placed. Such is the eternal safety 
to-day of one who trusts the blood of 
Jesus. They who believe are never in 
one moment of danger, but are as eter- 
nally secure as God can make ‘them, 
for the price was paid when King 
Jesus died in our stead. 

For Us 

Christ our passover is sacrificed for 
us. Behold the Lamb of God that takes 
away the sin of the world. He is the 
Son of God, the glorious one, and only 
thru His blood can we be saved and 
sanctified and get the wonderful bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost.
